Important Notice to Farmers 


and Gardeners 


{| The sugar beet webworms 
have been attacking gardens in 
many localities. The worms on 
hatching from the eggs are pale 
green in color and measure about 
1-16 of an inch in length. When 
about a week old, they appear 
greyish-black above, and below 
yellow. Full grown worms are 
irom one inch to 1% inches in 
length. The general color is 
black with white or light olive 
stripes running the length of the 
bedy. The more conspicuous 
stripes are one on each side of 
the black band which runs the 
length of the back and two on 
each side of the body. In addi- 
tion to the stripes a number of 
small circular markings consist- 
ing of a white area on the out- 
side, then a black circular band 
and in the center a white spot, 


are found. on each of the body 
segments. A small hair has its 
base in the central spot. There 


is a tendency towards darker col- 
ors in the second brood of worms. 
When the worms are full grown, 


construct silk-lined earthen cells 
which are about three times the 
length of the worm. These are 
found endwise with the upper 


end about an inch below the sur-|

face of the ground. 
snug retreat the 
pupa or the resting form, From 
appear. ‘These are brownish col- 
ored moths with a wing expanse 
of about one inch. The

Unslacked lime....14% tbs 
WAter siccry clossrsnsca gals 
The soap is used to make the 


poison spread evenly over smooth 
leaves such as those of the beet. 
| Unslacked lime is used to destroy 
any free arsenic that may be in 
the Paris green and hence to pre- 
vent the burning of leaves. 
Paris green can 
be applied as a dust. It may be 
mixed with air-slacked lime or 
flour and shaken from a _ coarse 
sack or scattered by means of a 
powder gun, Used in this way 
it can be put on at the rate of 
three pounds per acre. The dis- 
advantages of the dust method 
as compared with the spraying 
method are that it gives uneven 
distribution of the poison and 
unless applied after a rain or dew 
it is readily blown off by the 
wind,

Investigation by the Colorado Ag- 
ticultural College is beginning to 
show that shrinkage of live stock 
when shipped to market can be very 
greatly reduced, The most important 
thing is a comfortable car and not 
much crowding. The next thing is to 
have the animals well fed and con- 
tented when they are loaded and until 
they are sold at the terminal market. 
In other words, plenty of feed and 
water and comfortable quarters are 
most important. :

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Greater Part of 
Loss from Grain Smut 
Can be Prevented 


Suggestions for treating cereals to} which the solution can readily pass 


control smut are given by W. P. 
Fraser, who has been carrying on re- 
search work for the Dominion gov- 
ernment at the Univergity of Saskat- 
chewan at Saskatoon for the past 
year. Mr. Fraser estimates that the 
total loss from grain smut in Canada 
each year ,exceeds $20,000,000, and the 
greater part of this loss could be eas- 
ily prevented by treating the 
grain in the spring,

The most serious loss in Canada is 
caused by the loose smut or wheat, 
the stinking smut or bunt of wheat, 
the loose and covered smut of oats, 
and the loose and covered smuts of 
barley. 


“All of these smuts,” said Mr, Fra, 


ser, “except the loose smut of wheat} 


and the loose smut of barley can be 
easily controlled by seed treatment 
with a solution of formaldehyde 
(sometimes sold as formalin). It is 
the safest and most effective treat- 
ment for use on the farm. It is easily 
applied and the cost is low. The ob- 


ject of the treatment is to kill the} 


smut spores that may be lodged on 


the seed and thus prevent the smut} 


being carried over to the 
crop.

Cultivation 
Prevents Frost 


Warm Air Penetrates Soil That is 
Worked Down 

A hand-book of information about 

the province, recently issued by auth- 

ority of the Minister of Agriculture of 

Alberta, has the following explanation 
of the occurence of frosts. 


In the taming of new land frosts | 


commonly occur, and reports of 
frosts are more or less common in 
countries where settlement is taking 
place. These frosts are due to the 
coolness or low temperature of close- 
ly packed, undisturbed virgin soil, It 
takes three or four years of cropping 
and cultivation to get virgin soil pro- 
perly worked down into a fine state 
of tilth, When it is worked down 
warm air penetrates it, but if it has 
not been broken, the warm air does 
not get in. The lying of stagnant 
water is another cause of frost as is 
commonly seen in dead, low hollows. 


| Frosts occur in conditions of this kind 


while warm high land is not subject 
to frost. When land is first plowed 


the hard surface is let down six or 
seven inches and the land becomes 
drier and warmer, What frost means 
in summer is that the heat of the land 
radiates to a point that leaves the air 
at the surface of the ground too cold | 
for the safety of plants. After the 
soil is open and the warmth gets well 
into the soil this supply of warmth 
is not so rapidly exhausted as it is 
when the depth te which air 
trates is shallow.

When the Canadian seed Growers’ 
Association was organized in 1904 it 
adopted a system of sclection suited 
to the peculiarities of leading farm 
crops and aiming at their improve- 
ment, The wheat crop naturally oc- 
cupied first attention, At that time 
the varieties grown commonly 
throughout the country were more or 
less mixed, In the West, Red Fife 
was the leading sort, while certain 
cross-bred varieties such as Preston 
were receiving considerable attention 
owing to their early ripening ability. 
In Red Fife there were commonly 
found certain aberrant types believed 
to be of inferior quality and whose 
eradication was therefore sought, On 
the other hand, it was believed that 
the system of selection adopted by 
the Association, namely 
tion, would have a beneficial effect.

| Committee on Fieldcrop Experiments 
For Alberta Makes Recom- 
mendations 

The provincial committee on field- 
crop experiments for Alberta, of 
which Prof. G. H. Cutler, of the uni- 
versity is chairman, makes the fol- 
lowing recommendations for summer- 
fallowing in brush areas: 

“In those districts where precipi- 
tation is adequate, summerfallowing 
is not necessary as a means of con- 
serving moisture, but may be employ- 
ed in freeing the land from weeds. 
Even in so doing on our heavy black 
soils the crop following the summer- 
fallow grows too rank and matures 
too late to give best results. Under 
these conditions it invariably lodges 
and fills poorly. If a good crop ro- 
tation is followed, including a grass 
crop or green crop, the summerfal- 
low, except in special cases may be 
eliminated. Where the fallow must 
be used some of the undesirable ef- 
fects may be lessened by not plow- 
jing so deep, or so early in June, or 
by pasturing the fallow by seeding 
to oats or rape in July.”

William Gilbert’s Home and Farm at Stony Plain, Alberta. 


As a rule a tarmer in a new coun- 
try does not get nearly so much as, 
he might from his farm. Why should 
he? Land is cheap. If he wants 
to get larger returns he can easily 
get more land. So he reasons. He! 
aims, therefore, rather to incresee | 
the size of his farm than to inorene¢ 
the output fro: e land he has. 

But will not in. «nsive farroing pay | 
in a new country? Is it not better 
for a tarmer to double the production 
on the land he has rather than dou- 
dle the size of his farm to attain this 
end’? Judging from the success of 
several hundreds of farmers in veri- 
ous parts of the prairie provinces of 
Canada—the last part of the North 
Ainerican continent to be developed 
—where land is no doubt as cheap as 
anywhere, intensive farming meth- 
ods do“pay even in a newly develop- 


ed country, especially if good ratl- 
Way transportation facilitiee are 
gvmilabie. One farmer who has 


made a great success by farming in- 
tensively in this new country is Wil- 
Mam Gilbert His farm at Stony 
Plain, Alberta, about twenty miles 
west of Edmonton, ls being made to 
produce to the limit, and yet, at the 
@ame time, is being conserved to the 
utmost, because the main products 
@re butter, milk, pork mutton and 
Wool, 

Mr, Gilbert hails from England, 
where the farms, as a rule, are con- 
siderably smaller than those in Can- 
ada or the United States. There he) 
6pent his early life, and learned a 
goed dea! about the dairying and 
mock raising businesses, He came 
t Canada in 1904, taking up a home- 
etead in the West, to which he added 
another quertsr section, so that for 
@ long time he was farmimg three 
hundred and twenty acres. About 
five years ago, however, he sold this 
farm and bought the ome he now 
oceupies at Stony Plain, conaisting 
ot ore hundred and sixty acres. The | 
land@as rough, low lying, and hed) 
More than seventy acres of meadow. 


less worthless, as land is rated in 
Western Canada. Mr. Gilbert thought 
something could be done with it, 
however. And he was right. Dur- 
ing the five years it has been in bis 
possession, the proceeds from this 
land have enabied him to spend more 
than ten thousand dollars in various 
kinds of improvements, 
clearing the land, ditching, erecting 
a silo and barns. The farm is now 


in such a state that it will carry 
more stock than some farms four 
times as large will maintain. In 


‘addition to his work horses, he has 
kept as many ag three hundred hogs, | 


one hundred sheep and between 
twenty and fifty head of cattle at 
the same time on this farm, His 
aim has been to intensify as much 
as possible, raising omly the best 
stock he can obtain 

The Nationa! records 
Mr, Gilbert has sold more 
Berkshire hogs than any othe: 
breeder in Canada. He is the first 
Alberta breeder to sell a herd boar 
to the United States. He says the 
whole secret of producing stock of 
this quality te to breed nothing but 
the best. When he started in the 
hog business he scoured the Amer- 
ican continent im quest of herd boars 
and bought the two best sires that 
he could get in the United States 
One is Ames Rival 148, whose half 
brother is grand champion of the 
world, and the other was the grand 
champion of tle Kentucky state fair 
in 1916. The sons and daughters o! 
Ames Riva! are to be found on 
most of the large stock farms in 
Western Canada, including experi- 
menta! and government farms.

the herd during the month of 
January last year yielded 1,86¢ 
pounds of milk. Mr. Gilbert's stable 
is full of good cows as is evidenced 
by the record sheets which show 
that most of them yielded from 1,506 
to 1,700 pounds of milk per morth. 

At the Suamy Brook Farm—the 
name by which Mr. Gilbert's farm is 
known—@ milkimg machine is used. 
Between eighteen and twerty cows 
the present 
time, About one-half of these cows 
yield over fifty pounds of milk daily. 
They are milked three times daily, 
and Mr. Gilbert finds that the milk- 
ing mechine is a very profitable in- 
vestment. He uses a B. L, K. milker, 
which coat about $500 to imstall, and 
he contends the machine paid for it- 
self the first year. 

Mr. Gilbert feeds his pure breds 
for commercial profits. The rule 
that he follows ts to feed one pound 
of grain to every three and a half 
pounds of milk produced, and finds 
it profitable to give his cows thie 
quantity even with the present higb 
prices of grain From his experi- 
ences he concludes that there is ne 
reason for the milk sheets showing 
a decreased yield during the winter 
months and he contends that if a 
cow is given the proper shelter, and 
feed and water in the right pro 
portions, she will give as much milk 
when stabled as when on gras6. 

One of the biggest problems Mr. 
Gilbert has had in the past has been 
to secure enough roughage to prop- 
erly winter his stock, but he is satie- 
fied that he has solved the problem 
by the installation of a sil« Last
